INSIGNIA OF THE ORDER OF ILLUMINATI THAT 
ILLUMINIST JEFFERSON MADE THE REVERSE OF U.S. SEAL 


The above insignia of the Order 
of Illuminati was adopted by 
Weisliaupt at the time he founded 
the Order, on May 1, 1776. It is 
that event that is memorialized by 
the MDCCLXXVI at the base of 
the pyramid, and not the date of 
the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence, as the uninformed 
have supposed. 

The significance of the design 
is as follows: the pyramid repre-

"ANNUIT COEPTIS” means

"NOVUS ORDO SECLORUM” 
explains the nature of the enter¬ 
prise: and it means “a New Social 
Order”, or "New Deal”. 

It should be noted that this 
insignia acquired Masonic signifi¬ 
cance only after merger of that 
Order with Order of Illuminati at 
the Congress of Wilhelmsbad, in 
1782. 

Benjamin Franklin, John Adams 
(Roosevelt kinsman) and Thomas
